A Tory Strango Story, 



BtopB are being tsikun to present Pro- 
feasor Halford, Molboiirna, with a testi- 
monial, in recognition of liia valuable acr- 
'viees to humanity in the discovery of an 
■antidote to snake poison, by the injection 
of ammonia into the blood. 

The heat in Victoria and the neighbour" 
ing colonies has been excessive of lato. 
Tlie Government Astronomer (Melbourne) 
■states that Monday the 20th December, 
it had peached the liighost point — tho tem- 
perature on the shade having reached 
lOSdog., and 152dog., in the snn. Since 
1858 this was only exceeded once — viz,, 
in December, 18G8, when it reached 
llOdeg., which was tho maxiinum for tho 
year. 

It is stated by a Geelong paper that 
the trnsteea of the late J. Calvert, Esq., 
having offerrad a small reward for, every 
o^abbit killed on the station, had to pay 
Tor 70,000in thoshortspaceof threemonths. 

The Joshua Bates has brought, as piis- 
scugers to Melbourne from the flowery 
land, fourteen Chinese. Of these two were 
‘Chinese ladies, youthful and attractive. 
They were attended by three Chinese dam- 
sels as sei'vants. 

Geologists, who have given in their ad- 
'hesion to the theory “ that the Australian 
continent is of comparatively recent forma- 
tion,’' will be startled on learning that a 
stone hatchet, of superior make to those in 
use at the present day, has been found in 
a dlaim at Ballarat, 300 feet below the sur- 
face, and beneath the lowest stratum of 
the basaltic rock. It was lying in a cre- 
vice in the reef on the bed of a tributary 
■gutter, about eighteen inches below the 
surface of the reef, the bed-rock being 
slatey schistose. Immediately above, and 
lying over the hatchet, was a tree reduced 
to the condition of lignite, and about three 
feet in diameter. A little further on, 
•several egg-like objects, supposed to be the 
heads for other implements, intended to be 
mounted on wooden handles by means of 
thongs; were discovered. Tho theory is, 
■that this deeyly buried locality had been a 
camping-piace at some remote period of 
aboriginal existence, abandoned some time 
before the wave submerged it The relic 
has been submitted to the inspection of 
Professor M'Coy, of Melbourne, and he 
has pronounced it to be simply water- 
worn stone. 

John Boyno O'Reilly, one of the Fenian 
prisoners transported to Western Aus- 
tralia, sends to the Irishman the following 
■narrative of his escape from that settle- 
■ment : — “ On the 18th February 1 escaped, 
•seized a boat, and went to sea, but had to 
return to land in tho morning. I then 
lived in the bush for some time, and even- 
tually put to sea again, and before long 
was picked up by an American whaler. 
When the captain knew who and what I 
■was, he in.stajled me cabin passenger, and 
ns ho was on a six montlis' cruise for 
avhales, I remained on board for that time, 
and every day had a fra.sh instance of his 
^kindness, and of the officers and all on 
lioard. I had some very close esciipes from 
lieing retaken, but the officers were deter- 
mine 1 should not ; and in one English 
island at which we touched, the Governor 
came on board, and demanded me to be 
■given up, as he had instructions that I was 
■on hoard. The chief mate answered him 
by pointing to the * Stars and Stripes,' 
which floated at the half-mast — in sign of 
mourning — and said, ‘ I know nothing of 
any “convict” named O'Reilly, who es- 
caped from New Holland ; hut I did 
know Mr O’Reilly, who was a political 
prisoner there, and he wa-s on board this 
ship, hut you cannot see him — he is dead 
and he was forced to be content with that. 

I am making my way to America.” 

As a sample of Chinese enterprise in 
Australia, we do not remember to have 
met with anything to beat this. It is 
from the correspondent of the Jiachitamp- 
ton Bulleliu, on the Gilbert: — “Vegetables 
are now brought in regularly by tho 
Chinese from their gardens, 55 miles dis- 
tant, at reasonable prices.” 

Silver-mining in South Australia is be- 
ginning to assume important dimensions 
and a remunerative character. The S. A. 
Jtegistor gives the following as tho return 
from tho Alraanda mine for the week end- 
ing December 18 : — Amalgam, 3G81b 2oz ; 
ore, 119 tons, crushed; 13 bars smelted 
silver from the mine arrived on Tuesday 
afternoon, of good appearance, weighing 
about 4000 ounces, ’Ibis is equivalent to 
a yield of £8 sterling per ton. 

Now that tho hot weather Is upon us, 
writes the Kyneton Obscrosr, several liouss 
keepers have been induced to try tho pre- 
servative powers of the bi-sulphato of lime, 
and the result, as reported to us, h-js been 
very s;itisfactory. By its use joints of 
meat have bean kept [lerfectly sweet for a 
month, .and even milk has been preserved 
for eight or nine days by covering the ves- 
sel containing it with a cloth dippetl in the 
preinratiou. As the bi-sulphato is pro- 
curable at Is Gd per bottle, and the process 
of applying it is simply to brush over the 
meat with the preservative, tho experiment 
is within the reach of ovorybody. Joints 
treatcil after this fashion Ciin be hung as 
lotig as required, and thereby the meat be- 
comes tender and palatable. The practice 
of eating frcih-killcd moat in hot weather 
is vci^y unwholesome, and cm be avoided 
Jbj' tho uso of the bl-sul[dinte. 



A correspondent of the Lytldton Times 
writes that a large quantity of machinery, 
and also a number of operatives for the 
Welsh flannel and tweed woollen . cloth 
company, have been shipped from England 
for Canterbury. 

Aeooi-ding to tho Wairarapa Mercury, 
tho deer are thriving on tho East Coast, a 
herd of five having selected tho Awhoa 
river as their haunt. 

The Tkumea Jdrerriser notices the death 
of Mr Richard M'Elwain, at tho ex- 
treme old age of 97 ye.srs. Tho deceased 
was fathor to Mr George M'Elwain, who 
arrived here with Governor Hobson in 
1840, and was fhe first gaoler appointed in 
Auckland. 

A meeting of merchants was hold in Mr 
Edward Pearce's offices, Wellington, on 
tho 10th lilt., to consider the propriety of 
urging the Government to again subsidize 
steamers to carry tho English mail to and 
from the Colony. The hon. 0. J. Phara- 
zyn occupied the chair. After some dis- 
cussion, it was resolved that a deputation 
should wait on the Colonial Secretary at 
one o'clock the next day. 

In tho last number of the Wanganui 
Times, Mr Walter Taylor intimates his 
retirement from the editorship of that 
journal, Wa are sorry that either from 
failing liealth or any other cause such a 
necessity should have arisen. We had not 
much to say to our local contemporary — 
less, indeed, than we could have wished — 
but its caroer was such a tirade of person- 
alities and calumnies, instead of a discussion 
of honest differences of opinion, that there 
was nothing else for it. We are willing, 
however, to believe that the system in- 
dulged in was more the misfortune than 
the fault of tho retired editor. He fell 
into bad hands, and probably felt unable 
to extricate himself from a falsa position. 
Be that as it may, be did us no hurt, nnd 
we not only bear him no grudge, but 
should be glad to do him any kindness. 
He meant well, and we hope his retirs- 
ment will he followed by the reward to 
which many a laborious day and night 
have well entitled him. The Times, long 
in a state of hopeless consumption — wast- 
ing away — has, wo presume, ceased to 
exist. — Wanganui Chronicle. 

Judging by a recent paragraph in the 
Dunslan Times, dead men are capable of 
communicating information not only in 
the spirit bat in the flesh. Our contempo- 
rary reports tho following incident : — 
“ An accident attended with fatal results 
occurred at the Nevis on Friday last, the 
victim being a Chinaman, Our informant, 
Mr Chin Ghee, states that the sides of the 
claim in which ho was working fell in and 
buried him, and before he could be extri- 
cated life was extinct I” — Oamartt Times. 

Thomas Webb Draper, news of whose 
arrest for forgery reached us by last mail, 
was formerly m.an<ager of the Bank of New 
Zealand at Mount Ida, Otago. He was 
the only son of the Rev. Mr Draper, lost 
in the ill-fated London. 

The Taranaki Herald says : — “ Captain 
Morsliead has informed us that during 
last week his bees performed a feat hitherto 
unrivalled in New Zealand, a last year's 
hive having swarmed four times in eight 
days. The swarms, he assures us, were all 
above the average size, and are now care- 
fully housed, and cau be seen by any one.” 

On the first day of the Hokitika races, 
Deo. 30th, a very sad accident oocuir4d. 
A young jockey, named Morris Cahiil, was 
thrown from, the horse Native, while rid- 
ing in the Hurdle Race. He died in the 
Hokitika hospital on Sunday, January 2. 
The unfortunate young man was never 
sensible after the accident. The funeral 
took place on the day following hi.s death, 
and is thus described by the Hokitika 
paper : — “Tho body was brought over from 
the ho3])ital, where the poor fellow breathed 
his last, and tiie procession started from 
the steps. The jockeys who had ridden at 
the same races, wearing colours, acted as 
be<arors, and walked next the hearse. Next 
c.aine tour ladles, two of them sisters of de- 
ceased. Nearly all of the members of the 
Hokitika Jockey Club were present, on 
foot and on horseback, as also a number of 
other citizens, who wislied to pay the last 
tribute to a young man who had so sud- 
denly come to his end. Tho procession 
turned up Revell-street, turning down 
Stafford street to the Catholic Church, 
where the usual ceremonies of th-.it faith 
were then performed by the Rev. Father 
Martin. The building w,-is crammed, a 
groat many ladies being in attend.anoc. 
After this tho procession re-forraed, when 
tho concluding service for tho dead was 
read by the same clergyman, the dece-ased 
being carried to his last home by tho 
jockeys. Throughout the proceedings there 
was evinced Iiearty .and deep commiseration 
at the iiutiinely fate of tlie poor young 
man.” 

James Wilson, the brave little boy who 
brought assistance to ids mother, mortally 
wounded at the Matawhovo massacre — tho 
sad story of whicli is too well known to 
require repetition — has been awarded an 
annuity of £50 a-year, under tho “ Walsh 
and otheis Pension Act, 18G9,” and leavd 
to select 100 acres of Crown laiul in tho 
Province of H.iwke's B ly ; Messrs Robert 
Wilson, of Tiirafcina, and N.,E. Beamish, 
of Rangitikei, being ii|ipointed truatees to 
whom the money shall bo p.iid, and who 
shall select tho land.

It is onr painful duty to record a melan- 
choly accident, of a very unusual nature in 
New Zealand, which occurred on tho even- 
ing of Wednesday last at the rosidenoc of 
B. T. Conolly, Esq., of Pioton, reaulting 
in the death of Mr Connily’s second son, 
Edward, aged 11 yoara, and causing con- 
siderable damage to the house. During 
the afternoou thunder was heard in the dis- 
tance, and, from the threatening appearance 
of the weather to the northward, a storm 
was expected. At five o’clock it com- 
menced to rain, increasing, with occasional 
peals of distant thunder, until about six 
o’clock, -when tho rain poured down in tor- 
rents. About this time a very vivid flash 
of lightning occurred, instantly followed ; 
by a terrific crash of thunder, such as we 
have never before experienced. Mr Conolly 
and most of the family were at this time 
outside the house on the verandah, when 
tho roof of the house, at the gable-end 
overlooking the Waitohi stream, was struck 
by the lightning, which shattered the tim- 
ber and shingles, spreading them in all 
directions, smashing the upper window, 
and splitting one of the verandah posts in 
pieces. At tliis moment Mr Conolly, atid, 
as he supposed, the whole of tho family, re- 
treated inside the house ; but, on turning 
to close the door, he saw his son Edward 
lying on his back. He immediately re- 
tnrned, took him up, and carried him in- 
side, when it was found he was struck by 
lightning on the head and chest, the hair 
of the head being singed. Dr Tripe was 
at once sent for, but he was away from 
home at the time. Every means at hand 
were used to restore animation, but without 
avail, and Dr Muller, who arrived shortly 
after, pronounced life quite extinct. 

After striking the house, tho electric 
Quid appears to have gone right through 
the building under the roof to tho lean-to 
at the back of the house, which is covered 
with iron roofiing. Hers it made a breach, 
tearing the' nails from tlie roof, then pro- 
ceeded through ihe pantry window, smash- 
ing the whole of the glass in that part of 
the house, and thence on to the zinc spout- 
ing, which it followed round on either side, 
entting off the pipes overhanging the water 
tanka. A person who saw the house when 
it was struck says that for a few moments 
the roof appeared to be in a blaze of fire, 
nnd immediately afterwards it was seen to 
bo smoking ; but we suppose the heavy 
rain that was falling at tlie time prevented 
the building taking fire. 

Several persons have expressed them- 
selves as having seen a ball of fire at the 
time, and two little girls, after seeing it, 
told their mother that they had seen a “ big 
moon” go by. 

The unfortunate lad was a favourite with 
all who knew him, from liis pleasing and 
amiable disposition, and his sudden death 
will no doubt be keenly felt by the family. 



Pacts about Quartz Bee&- 

The present distinguished Government 
geologist of New South Wales, the Rev. 
W. B. Clarke, of Sydney— who has done 
more than any other individual in any part 
of the world towards applying science to 
the development of goldfields — ^thiis writes 
in his “ lle.se.ai ches in tlie Southern Gold, 
fields of New South Wales,” (18G0) : — 

“ In travelling between Taradale and 
Castlemaine, I was mucli , struck with tho 
fact that the ro.ads are being made with 
auriferous quartz that is considered too 
poor to crush except by wheels, and yet 
tho finds by tlie roadniakers arc sometimes 
great.” (p.265.) . . . . . “Many 

veins, or ‘ reefs,’ as some call them, of 
quartz, which are not visibly auriferous, 
have been treated with contempt, beeuise 
no great amount of .alluvial gold has been 
found in their vicinity ; tlio popular mind 
not realizing the po.ssibility of a hard crys- 
talino rock being saturated, as it were, with 
gold, without any appearance of it in a 
tangible form." (p.253.) . . . . “It 

is rcniarkable that in qii.artz yielding from 
seven to eight ounces to tho ton, the gold is 
often barely perceptible, and in much th.at 
produces as high as five ounces it cannot be 
observed even by the aid of a powerful 
Icna” (p.254.) . . . . “ It is, more- 

over, a very well known fact that a heap 
of detritus, from which all the gold h.as 
apparently been taken out, will yet supply 
gold after it has been exjiosccl some time 
to atmospheric action ; proving by exam- 
ples, wliich many persons at the goldfields 
could furnish, tliat tho sep.aration of gold 
from the matrix still goes on at the present 
day,'* (p.278.) . . . . “There is no 

po.sitivo eertsinty that any given reef will 
be found equally rich throughout, or even 
auriferous ail through.” (p.259.) . . . 

“ Though an experiment may succeeil so 
far as a smalt individual mass of quartz is 
concerned, within a short distance of it the 
quartz may be found barren." (p.2C0.) 
. . . . “ There is need of this warn- 

ing, again giveu, that neither all reefs, nor 
all parts of any reef, are equally rich ; and 
where some make their fortunes, many 
others are beggared I” (p,2G5.) Which 
facts or considerations are to be held as 
proving tli.al all gold-diggings, though more 
espociiilly quartz-roofing, aro a' grand lot- 
tery in which, while thcro are a few 
prizc.s, tliera are more bUnks, 



To the ordinary mind there must be a 
good deal of mystery about Calcraft. 
What sort of person, being, or “ bogie” is 
it who acts as the law's instrument in aond- 
; ing the worst murderers out of the world, 
j after sliaking hands with them beside the 
drop in tlie friendliest manner possible ? 
I Does he sleep soundly of nights 7 Does 
' he eat and drink like other people t What 
is his favourite reading 7 Does he care 
for politics 7 Is he much given — as Knick- 
erbocker has it— to the vice of thinking ; 
and has he applied the results of a natural 
experience to the coinage question 7 That 
he goes to churoh we wore long ago told ; 
but wo occasionally felt that some slight 
revelation of the man himself, under his 
own hand and seal, as it were, would be 
worth a good deal more than any possible 
amount of morbid curiosity could extract 
from other people. At last we have a 
characteristic effusion — a real letter to a 
living man — [published in tho last issue of 
the Ahqus] — and we turn eagerly to see 
wh.at it tells us. It appears that once 
when Mr Calcraft was called to Taunton 
on a little matter of business connected 
with his useful avocation, he put up at an 
inn, and incurred a little score, which, like 
many a greater man before and since, he 
neglected to pay. The innkeeper sued him 
in the County Court, on Tuesday last, and 
obtained a verdict. Calcraft did not appear, 
but sent a letter, which was read. From 
this pi'odiiction we learn that the hang- 
man, when he takes his ease at his inn, 
stands treat like another Christian ; that 
he vehemently resents what he thinks an 
overcharge ; that he has recourse to highly 
poetical metaphor when the occasion re- 
quires figures of fancy as well as of Cooker, 
and that, in the matter of spelling and 
grammar, his education has been most de- 
cidedly defective. Ho tells mine host that 
he is “ a Shamed” at his meanness in send- 
ing “ a piece of paper” to pay tho “ so’Ji of 
1 4s., which i never liad h.alf of it that 
he supposes the innkeeper thought of 
“friteniiig” him; but ho adds, “I was 
born too near awood to bo fritenod by 
an owl’" “The Shiriff” ougiit to have 
settled long ago i have sent yon the 
Beasteley bit of paper,” and as soon as 
convnaut iwill send you apost office order." 
Then he concludes with an emphatic de- 
claration th.at he “ never was served such 
a mean action” in all his Ufa It is a pity 
that MrC.ilcrafl overtook a pen in his hand. 
After all, he owes something to the public, 
who would have regarded him as a grue- 
some mystery if he kept consistently in 
the shade ; but who can now be expected 
to see anything in a man who spells like a 
kitchen weneli, and uses tropes as freely 
as Mr George Henry Moore 7 In Calcraft’s 
descent to the County Court, another illu- 
sion is destroyed . — Daily Telegraph. 



The Great Eastern. 

The saying that “ everything has its 
1130 ,” was never more magnificently illus- 
trated than by the Great Eastern. For 
years after that giantess was launched with 
so much difficulty, disaster appeared to 
dog her. She scalded her stokers, blew up 
her own cabins, ran aground, failed as a 
passenger ship, failed as a merchantman, 
mined two or three sets of proprietors, and 
was generally pronounced a colossal mis- 
take. But her day arrived along with sub- 
marine telegraphy, and now she has become 
a sort of terrestrial machiua — a ship of the 
planet — without whose mighty aid it is not 
possible to carry and lay a deep-sea cable. 
Since she has thus found out her proper 
mission, folk have found out also what a 
splendid piece of shipbnddem’ craft the vast 
vessel is. Tho Great Eastern is in reality 
one of the handsomest and handiest sea- 
ships afloat, and does all her duty well, 
whether you load her with an extra 10,000 
tons or not. She never pilches, while she 
rolls but slightly, and in a moat stately 
way, to a heavy cross sea. As she now 
lies in the Medway, with her tropical suit 
of bright white paint, and the Indian Tele- 
graph cable on board, she is at last, as her 
worst calumniators mn.st own, an absolute 
success. Business, in fact, comes in upon 
her faster than she can transact it ; for, 
having just laid the French Atlantic cable, 
she is now off to deposit the Indian line, 
and sho will then return immediately to 
lower the Malta and Falmouth wires into 
the sea bottom. Everything points to the 
fact that, instead of discarding Bninell's 
grand lines, wa must rather build larger 
and steadier ships than even the Great 
Eastern — at the same time constructing 
docks and ether appliances to match these 
craft of the future. The great steamship 
has demonstrated one fact among many 
others, viz., that we could build an island 
of iron and wood, and cruise about from 
latitude to latitude with invalids ; or navi- 
Rate the ocean with huge and motionless 
floating hotels, tho passengers in which 
need never know that they are at soa, un- 
less they choose to look out of the upper- 
deck windows . — English paper.

A Florence newspaper extracts from the 
“ Aunales da la Medicine et do la Chirurgie | 
Etrangere” the following extraordinary his- 
toiy. The Italian paper, for reasons easily 
to bo gathered, does not give implicit ere- 
dence to this statement, nor lend it the 
editorial sanction ; — 

On thelSth of April, 18^ priso**' 

of Villarica (Province of Minas-lieraes), ii, 
Brazil, two men named Aveiro and Carines 
were executed at the same time. In Brazil 
executions take place with closed doors, in 
the interior of the prison. Dr Lorenzo y 
Carmo, of Rio Janeiro, well known by 
savants for his remarkable works on elec- 
tricity applied to physiology, his surgical 
skill, and his succosa in autoplastic opera- 
tions, obtained permission to profit by this 
event in order to experiment on the power 
of electricity, and illustrate its analogy 
with some of the phenomena of life. The 
numerous experiments hitherto attempted 
have been made on the head and trunk 
separately. Dr Lorenzo y Carmo's dssign 
was, if possible, to unite the head to the 
neck after decapitation. The heads of 
the two criminals fell within a few momenta 
of each other into the same basket ; first 
that of Carines, then that ef Aveiro. Im- 
mediately after the second decapitation a 
compression was eflected by a pupil of Dr 
Lorenzo on the carotid arteries of one of 
the beads, so as to stop the hiemorrhage. 

The body was then placed on a bed prepared 
for it. and Dr Lorenzo stuck the head as 
exactly as possible on llio section, and kept 
it in that position . The cells of a powerful 
electric pile were applied to the base of the 
neck and on the breast. Under this in- 
fiusnee, os in former experiments, ths 
respiratory movements were at once per- 
ceptible, As the blood, which penetrated 
in abundance through the surface of the 
scar, threatened to stop the passage of air. 

Dr Lorenzo had recourse to tracheotomy. 
Respiration then ensued regularly. The 
head was fastened to the bn^y by slilohes 
and by a special apparatus ^^'he physiolo. 
gist wished to ascertain for*^^v long a time 
this appearance of life could thus be artifi- 
daily maintained. His astonishment was 
great when he saw at the end of two hours, 
that not only did respiration still continue 
under the inflnence of the electric current, 
but that circulation had even resumed a 
certain regularity. Tlie pulse beat ftebly , 
hut sonsilily. The experiment was eon- 
tinuel without intermission. Ai the end 
of sixty-two hours, it was evident, to the 
astonishment of everyone, that a process of * 
cicatrisation had commenced on the lips of 2 
the section. A little later, signs of life 
manifested themselves spontaneously in the 
head and limbs, till then deprived of motion. 

The director of the prison arriving at this 
moment, for the first time, in tho experi 
inent room, observed that by a singular 
mistake, due to the haste of the operation, 
the head of Carines had been taken for that 
of Aveirof and had been applied to the 
latter. The experiment was continued, 
notwithstanding; and three days later the 
respiratory movements reproduced them- - 
selves, and electricity was suppressed. Dr 
Lorenzo y Carmo and his assistants were 
stupefied— frightened at a result so unex- 
pocted, and at the power of an agent which, 
in their hands, had restored life to a body 
whose right to exist the law had forfeited. 

The learned surgeon, who had only had 
in view a simple physiological experiment, 
employed all his skill to continue this work, 
which science, aided against all expectation 
by nature, had so singularly oommenesd. 

He a.ssisted tho process of cicatrisation, 
which progressed under the most favour- 
able conditions. By means of an oesopha- 
glan probe, liquid nourishment was intro- 
duced into the stomach. At tho end of 
almiit threo months, the cicatrisation was 
complete, and motion, though still difficult, 
became more and more extended. At 
length — ,at the; ncl of seven months and 
a-half — Avci. 'arlnes was able to rise and 

walk, feeling only a slight stiffness in the 
neck and a feebleness in the limbs. 

So end.s this remarkable story. Who 
can tell the results of scientific investiga- 
tion carried so far 7 In families, natural c 
defects may be remedied by re-adjusting 
heads and bodies not originally proportioned * 
for each other; and huiii'in beings dissatis- 
fied with their sex m.ay, under the benevo- 
lent system of Dr Lorenzo y Carmo, repair 
tho error of their origin. It will bo a 
question for lawyers to determine to what 
nationality these future beings aro to be- 
long, if head and body havo previously 
owed a ae])ar;itc allegiance. But if tho 
system holds good in violent deaths, surely 
it may be applied by deaths ensuing, as 
the coroners' j uries have it, from natural 
causes. In this case, wc might preserve 
our statesmen and celebrities for ev, r. ' 
Oppioncnts of this 8y.stera would, howovor, ' 
be found in lioir.s-apj)arent.

An Easy Method to Regulate a Clock 
in tho Buah, 

Get two ])iecc3 of copper, tin, or brass, 
about six iiioiie.? long, and an incli wule. In 
the niiddle of these cut a narrow slit about 
three indies long (tlis slit to bo as narrow 
as possible to see tiirough). Fix these 
pieces ojiposite one another, about six 
indies or so apart, so as to be enabled to see 
througii both slits, facing the north or 
south, ill a position not to be readily moved, 
Watoli when any fixed star passes the slits, 
and note the time by the dock. Next 
uiglit, watdi the same star ]ias3 the slits, 
and if tlie time is four minutes earlier the 
clock is right ; if more than four minutes, 
the clock is going slow ; and if less than 
four minutes the clock is going fast, 
Ciioose any fi.xed st.ar that is con.spicuous 
enough to bo known again ; a fixed star 
lias a twinkling liglit, and a planet a 
steady light.

A coyrbsp'niideitt of tho Ui’Unt Star 
rt'ritm from the M.dluu Scrub ; --Wo have 
liad droiiglif, wo liavu luui a run of seiisoiai 
bad in ovoiy w.iy, and now, Ui crown our. 
misfortunes, wo have iiad the niixst exten- 
sive Imsli lire that lots over been known in 
this ]iart of Virtoriu, On Monday, a fire 
was seon in tho liii-ge belt of mslieo oust uf 
Like Alhaeuty,a, but as tlie runs in that' 
quarter aref iiKntly Unoccupied, the fire did. 
not attract much attention. On Tuesd.ay, 
tlio day being Very hot, and a hot wiiid 
blowing, tho flames travelled fust, and tho 
smoke hcciime detia*. On Tuesday iiighb 
a stream of fire, forty or fifty miles wide, 
was rushing at a fearfully rapid rate across 
the country from east to West. Bv this 
time Messrs JI'Giimis and Bell's fences 
wore reached, in spite of all effort* to ])ro* 
vent it. Now it r,iged with gi-eiiter fury 
than ever, and so coniiimed burning tha 
whole of W ednesday and Thursday, Messrs 
M'Ginnis have lost about fifty miles of 
foiidiig, and it was by the most strenuous 
o.xertions that the home station was saved. 
The fire was aocom])anled by a loud roar 
like tliut of breakers in a storm. Tlia 
heat was so iotense that no man could 
come within many hundred yards of the 
fiery flood ; in that waterless region tho 
men who avere labouring to turn or stop its 
course, fainted with heat and thirst, and 
some svoro carried home by their com-' 
panions raving and frantic. Tha loss of 
fencing, svhioh lias not long been erected 
at great expense, is of coima very great ; 
but the worst of it is tlmt the material out 
of which fences could be made is all burnt, 
and Bbw the country is to be enclosed 
again will be a jiroblom hard to solve. 
Grass was scarce before, but now a very 
large extent of country is a blackened 
smouldering desert. It has been reported 
that three men who were fencing in that 
neighbourhood have been burnt, hut I have 
no certainty as to the truth of the report, 
anil it is to bo hoped it is not true, 

Mr William Chace sends the S. A. Ke- 
gista tlie following account of the late Imsli 
firc.s on Yorke Peniii.sula : — .About oiio 
o’clock on the 20th a man living with him 
came in liuiTledly and reported a large fire 
close at hand, and urged that imheei tho 
hoi-ses were got out, ainl a clear space 
ploughed round the p;uhlock.s, they wouM 
be burnt out. On going out to look, it 
was found aloiost impossible to stand, 
anti quite impossible to walk. Just then 
the shed wa.s blown down, nearly killing 
tho writer's wife and eldest tioy. Tho 
storm ceased for a little, and with great 
fliflicnlty two or tliree furrows were mado 
i on one side of the land, His mate and 
I he then worked for an hour or so in bcatiii"' 
j out the fire, when the former left to get a 
I drink, and shortly after loud cries worn 
j heard from a cart. On ruiiuiiig to it, Chace 
I learnt that Mr Gohlswiirthy’s shepherd 
• and his boy liad been burnt ; and after 
starling in the cart, they met the poor fel- 
low’s wife and three chikli'en close to the 
hut. All scoured the jilace in search of 
tlio man and boy in growing darkness, 
walking among the bodies of about ISOO 
dead sheep, when suddenly our inforinaiit 
sturahlod upon the dead body of the poor 
lad, completely roasted. At a little dis- 
tance tho fatlier was discovered, quito 
naked, his clothes liaving licen burnt of}', 
with the exception of Jiis hoots. Tlie sheii- 
herd was not dead, so lii,s lioiiy was jileiiti- 
fully bathed with kerosene ; but the in- 
juries were too awful for the remedy to ho 
! of service. Be was conveyed to a place of 
shelter, and died in about an lioiir. It is 
bolievetl tliat nothing could have saved tho 
lives of the wife and her five children had 
tho tire continued its coui'sc, but, provi- 
dentially, the wind turned to tin- south 
about 5 o'clock. They are now at Mr 
Cliace’s house in a sad plight, having lost 
evciything they po.ssessed by the lire. It 
ap|iears that during the height of the fire 
Mr Goldsworthy and his son liad to jump 
off the cliff— a height of 13 to 20 fret— 
into tlie sea to save their lives. They re- 
mained up to their necks in tlie water fur 
a long time, nearly choked with the smoko 
and heat. Their horse and cart went over 
tiie cliff ; but tbe aiiiimil's life w-as saved, 
altliougli the (art w.'us nearly coiisnined.

Another of those siid accidents which

dnysi going into tho water, and swimining about 
in search of his unfurtiinato master. Tho other 
two men after a great struggle, siiceecded in 
reaching tho slioro, e.ieh hohliiig on to tho boat 
with oneihand while they aivani with tho other. 
All search for the body of the missing man has 
been unavailing.

CLYDE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

A public meeting of subscribers and othera 
was held in the library room, adjoining the 
Council Chamber, on Saturday last, “ to receive 
the report of the retiring Committee, and for the 
election of a new Committee in their stead.” The 
attoudancQ wss not uumerom, Mr Hazlctt 
was votetl to the chair, and called upon Mr 
Cambridge, the hon. Secretary, to explain the 
position of the library, — Mr Cambridge stated 
that the retiring Committee had been from 
various causes unable to make any progress 
during the p.ist year. They had been until re- 
cently without a room of .any kind m which to 
keep the hr oka, anti although he (bho Secretary) 
had endeavoured in eomo measure ko obviate 
the tlilficulty by keeping the library on hia own 
premises, the subscriptions h.ad f-allcn oil, and 
the affairs of the iustitution wore in a very rn- 
aatiafactory condition. The Committeu hail, 
however, recently been granted the use of the 
old Council Chamber for the purposes of the 
library, and it was most dcsira'ble that steps 
fihould at once be taken to get Iha library again 
into working order. There w.os no report to 1)S 
Biihmitte.l, because nothing had been dime 
I Worth reporting; and the Committee for want 
of a quorum, had not held a mooting for over 
twelve months, 

Mr Fache, the hon. tronaurer, regretted the 
circumstances which had retarded the progress 
of the library during tho past twelve months, 
but trusted that a united effort would now be 
ni.yle to place it on a moro substantial and 
Satisfactory footing than it had hitherto been.

All were 
unknown or “ilark'’ horses, and the opinions 
b^ickoiTMo strongly were mere vagme guesses. 
The Cromwell party profited by this, for they 
backed tile winning horses hi the end, and one 
or two vcutiiresDiue gyld-diggors folk tho effect 
tu their cost. Thursday, tho firat day of the 
races, broko gloomily enough, .ind was showery 
throughout ; uererthelcsa, people prcpnreil to go 
to tho course. The attendance wjia mit, how- 
ever, large, ami the racing wna equally as iiuUl- 
ferent na tlie weather. The course is a beautiful 
one, ami for scenery nothing can compare with it 
in New Zoidand. The Lake houmla it on the 
one side, the Kawarau on the other ; ami the 
Roinarkable Range, in all its grandeur, over- 
hangs it. Farms and cultivated lields fringe it, 
and, iiltogefher, an air of picturesqueiiess sur- 
rounds it. It may be eallerl, justly and truly, 
the Goodwood of New Zoahnd. The Queeiis- 
toMMi Jockey Club might, however, fence and 
plant their noble resrrve, and the srmner they 
d .0 so the better. Wkh this addition the attrac- 
tions will be superb. As it u’as— without them 
—the steamer aud coiivcyajiccs brought many 
pic-nic parties ; and thev, ilcsiiite the rain, ap- 
pcare^l to enjoy tbemseives. Tho r?kcea were 
hollow affairs. There w.as not a siu'Ie well- 
eontested race, and yot this was nut due to bad 
handicapping, as the w.siglit-fn'-age races were 
hollow like tlie othyrs. Altu^ctlier, tlie sport 
w« very me»,'re. 1 never saw a wurse day on 
thia course. The horses were seciJtid cl.ass ; the 
running was second if not thir.l clxiis. Anti yet 
It was pleasant to see how people w«ie bent 
upon m.aking the m»8t of things. Thj accom- 
inodntiim for the I’rcss was most, iu liifcreut also, 
and only owiu 2 to .Mr liiclurdt, tho kssco of 
the booths, dul I obt.iin auv p isitiijii tu view 
tho races. In fact, tic w’lo'e ailTir w-a con- 
duct'd on a fro!-aivl-exsy pri iciple. I cannot 
tell what horses declared over- wei;';ht. .The 
stewards’ ^>om was an ussciublago of j-ickeys, 
trainen, oKnera, and siewards. I do not wish 
to witness again such a mess. To add tithe 
difficulty vfA9 the that the ste-v.ards hud 
issued no card of race.s r all the kaowlndge the 
public gained wia by an ojcaaioiial notice postetl 
up on the judge’s lx«r. Perhaps all was dune 
that ornild bo done, but candour ubiiges me to 
say it wAi very b.vlly dime. Thou the r.iccs 
wm late— hours afier tho a.]ipohjtel rime. I 
do not choose tf> furtlier allu le to tlie short- 
comings, but certainly a. bettor management 
must exist in the fitbnrc. We all left with a 
kind itnpriMsion of the geniality of the Wakaiin 
people, of their efforts to make our stay plea- 
sant r of their hospiiality : hut of the cmi duct 
of the race meeting, the least said the better. 
It only reinaiiia to say that Mr lilicliarU managed 
the booths exccHcntlv, and that not a oonqjliiiiit 
was uttered in respect to them. This is high 
testimony indeed. 

Cue of our Cromwell ladies (Af-a Sinitham) 
had a narrow escape from drown ng in crossing 
tho Shotover, h.aviug slipped off the planks that 
do duty as a bridgo. Tho accident, tliuugh ono 
calcuUted to jar the nerves, diil not prevent the 
lady gracing the counso with her presence during 
tho meet.

Since the date uf my Docember letter sCvircely 
anything worthy of remark has tranapired in 
this quiet corn©’-. Our Chriatmns holidays have 
p-asacfl away in the samo manner as in otlier 
townsbipa^nith sporta, bordo-r.auing, &o. Itia 
nthcr an extraurdiimry incident that wo should 
hare enjoyed glorious weather on tho two days 
appointed for the sports, uad that aavero storms 
should occur on the three following days’, and 
on New Year’s Day fine weather again. 

I suppose I am expected to say something 
of the races ; but I c.in only speak from report, 
as I am n.A a sporting man. There waa a very 
good show nf horses frojn other places, and sevo- 
ral of them took away prizes— Waitnki, from 
Waitaki, the Maiden Plate ; [farkaway. from 
Lauder Station, the Ladies* Purse ; Black Doc- 
tor, from llogbum, tlie H.-vck Selling Race ; 
Substance, from Clackitone Hill, the Consolation 
Stakes, Bnt the flower nf the course, on both 
days, was ’Keenan’s 'fopsy, of St. Rathims repu- 
tation. ’I’iic towiinhip was crowded with visitors 
for two days : the cuntumo generally, brceohos 
and spurs. 'I he only conversation mlinissible, 
ia public or private, light weights and heavy 
weights, swcntiiig down, sweepstakes, and han- 
dicappiag ; wiihtliu usual discussion cm every 
bone, point, p’arb, aiid sinew of evary horse, and 
the concluding reniurlcs on genealogy, Ac. 

On New Year's Day there waa a general pic- 
nic, which nearly everybody attemled. Running 
for prizes, and football, were the principal amuse- 
montsof thoday. Tho Total Abstinence Band 
marcheii on to the ground in the moruiug, and 
hack, again ;to the township in the ovcuing. Aud 
th'is 1S70 lias fairly begun at St. Bathana. 

In niiiiing uiattms, lot the Christmas Escort 
(1008 ounces) speak for itself; and the next 
transition proved that this did not drain us out. • 
I think Diiust.an Creek has proved itself as in- 
exhaustible as liimdigo Gully; but the former 
contains all tlio populatum required for present 
resources. The only field for now comers will 
be prospecting, as tha water supply ia limited, 
and always iii u«o by tho present daiinholdera. 
Talking about water supply leads me to rcm.irk 
that there is probably a general rejoicing at tho 
prelirainary stops token by tho Oovonimcnt to- 
wards the encouragement of investment in gold- 
fiel.ls Water supply. I have no doubt that, 
backed up by a moderate gurvranteo, capitalists 
will piirciiase some nf the largo water-races now 
in use, and reduce tlio rent, so as to make the 
poorest sluicing ground payable, the townships* 
population more permanent, and of courao much 
lar gor, and the investments rcmuncrativ'e and 
perfectly armni Undoubteilly all this will arise 
out of Govermneut guarantee, and prab.ably the 
Government never bcrCiiuircd togivea diviileud. 
Water-races liave l(i.it their good name through 
tho tremonihma failures of the Shag River ami 
the Ida Valley (or Bum) companies ; but a little 
impetus from tho right quarter will sob the 
wheels in motion that will work of their own 
accord when confidence becomes lestorod. Cheap 
water su|jply is the great desideratum on the 
^uld-iields to secure settlement ; mid os c.apitol 
18 so plentiful in Dunciliu, tho only obataclo to 
be overcome is of tho unsoundness of 

such apcculatioiis— Au evil to be obviated most 
elfeetnally by Government guaranteo. But tlio 
Govoriuueut uA tliey alionld bo 

a--A-c<i, aa-1 askc;! by b'./nd Ji\l6 capitalists, who 
should be ,'irimacrl to take mi active part iu tliia 
matter by every goliMiehU newspaper iu the 
Frovinco, 

I hope you arc drawing tho attention of school- 
masters on tho gdhl-ficMs to the invitation by 
adfortiscinuiit to a-ipifingand ambitious schoUrs, 
that a fomidatioii nuy be formed for a moro in- 
tollectual I^egislnturo to rule over so great a na- 
tion as New Ziialand will he whun tho youth of 
the preaent gojic ration ai e men in thoir prims.

“ At ten sharp, and mind you're puno- 
Jjuxl," was the parting injunction of my 
friend, ns we separated at the door of the 
Casino Inglosc, iu Itoiuo, during the month 
of April 18C9, Expeditions td various 
parts jijl^ Campagna are among the chief 
attracTOnr*<ftk-the '■'Holy 'City, .when; the 
mind has become, as it were, satiated and 
almost harassed by a continual round of 
■ightrsecing. ‘And very pleasant are these 
riding-parties, consisting, they do gene- 
rally, of some seven or eight young people, 
'with two or three married men to leaven 
thp lump, the most important member 
being some habUui well acquainted with 
the turns of the Campagna, The morning 
of our expedition broke one of those lovely 
days that seem inseparable from a southern 
climate, and that positively shame the 
most determined sluggard from liis bed to 
enjoy the morning air. Shortly before ten 
I was at the Porta del Popolo, inspecting 
ray horse, and making sure that a small 
supply of corn had been sent for him in 
the carriage that was to accompany ua 
This carriage was occupied by three ladies, 
the mothers of the young girls on horse- 
back, and by an English artist, who was 
in too delicate health to attempt the long 
ride to Galera. All told, our riding party 
consisted of eight — three ladies and five 
men, the extra one being Mr Rivera, the 
well-known guide over the Campagna, to 
whom every wood and turn on its broad 
expanse is as familiar as the shops in Pic- 
cadilly are to a Londoner. With the arri- 
• Val of the ladies began a long argument as 
to the hour the helpers were to meet the 
horses ; which horse was the property of 
'Which lady ; and a host of various trifles 
that eventually delayed our departure till 

r 10.30, and would probably have kept us 
ranch longer had not Mr Rivers, being a 
little deaf and very determined, quietly 
trotted off up the road, leaving us all to 
follow as best we could. After about half- 
an-hour's quiet riding we branched out on 
to the Campagna, and were soon merrily 
galloping along its . enormous enclosures, 
our horses’ heads sot straight for Galera, 
about four hours' time we were stabling 
f our quadrupeds at a farm-house that lays 
L half a mile from the deserted town itself, 
■ and helping each other to taka off the sad- 
dles and bridles. We all then proceeded 
to walk down the hill to the spot chosen 
f Jr our picnie Imagine, reader, a spread- 
ing walnut tree by the banks of a noisy 
stream, a large cave in the background, 
and behind that a high precipice covered 
with brambles and shrubs ; on the right, 

L . the ruins of Galera, now covered with ivy 
' and weeds ; on the left, a lovely valley 
m running into the broad Campagna. This 
■ WOE the place we had chosen, and I think 
f| I may fairly say a fitter or lovelier spot 
I) could not have been fixed upon. “ Ho I 
f Ludovico ! bring out the mayonnaise ; now 
the bread, plates, knives, and glasses, and 
let us set to work at once, for Galera is no 
place to tarry in" — malaria and other 
noisome diseases attack the loiterer in this 
pleasant valley, and cause him to me the 
day he sojourned here too long. Luncheon 

r over, we young ones wandered round the 
ruins, while the artist, Mr Rivers, and the 
two other occupants of the carriage took 
I an elevated position to enjoy the view, 
For two hours we clambered over the 
stones, peered into roofless houses, admired 
ruined churches, and tumbled into holes 
craftily concealed by overhanging branches, 
until, at last, we arrived at the conclusion 
that the time had come to return for our 
|b* horses. It was then four o’clock, and wo 
L dawdled so long on our road up to the 
W farm, picking the violets that covered the 
I banks on our way, that it was past five 

L when we filed out of the yard on our road 
homewards. I never yet saw a riding 
party, especially a Roman riding party, 
\ on a fine spring evening, that did not 
divide itself into pairs, and, strange to say, 
'those pairs are generally very much en- 
1 grossed by each other’s conversation ■ far 
be it from me to say they flirt. Birds fly 
in ''sirs very often, and, as Harold Skim- 
*\vould say, " Mankind will not surely 
deny to young people what it concedes to 
birds and during this eventful ride man- 
kind, represented by Mr Rivers, had been 
gravions towsirds the young, never enco 
interfering with their conversation or sug- 
gesting the presence of a gooseberry-picker, 
os a thir^erson is sometimes not inaptly 
styled, ^ow it ha])pened that I, tho writer 
^f this narrative, had taken up my position 
as a member of tho last pair, the second 
jpersjn being one of Columbia's fair daugb- 
teni|P[l hope it does not sound conceited 
to Bay that she was sufficiently interested 
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hat of a gendarme, and this worthy, natnr-

in my conversation to lag behind tlio rest 
with mo, and to trust to my kuowlodgo of 
tho Campagna to bring hor eventually in 
safety to tho I’orta dol Popolo; at all 
ovonts such was the case, and as such I 
relate it. Tho sun was now fast setting, 
and those in front of us were urging their 
horses into a gallop, wishing to reach home 
before darkness came on. By this time 
Miss K,'and myself were some distance 
behind our party, and whilst entering a 
wood that lies about half-way between 
Galera and Rome, I mentioned to her that 
when once clear of the trees it would be 
bettor for us to push on and join the main 
body of the party, as I tho\ight that cur 
horses were getting tired, and that they 
would go better iu company. The path 
through the wood was narrow, and Miss 
K. preferred leading, so that when about 
half way through she was ahead by per- 
haps a hundred yards. Suddenly I found 
my horse’s bridle seized, and myself 
roughly dragged from the saddle by a 
man who had started from the bushes. 
Before I could open ray lips to shriek a 
word of warning to Miss K., I had a dirty 
rag stuffed into my mouth, and found my- 
self in danger of speedy suffocation. How- 
ever, I had the satisfaction of seeing Miss 
K. look round, and, taking in at a glance 
the state of affairs, whip hor horse into a 
canter that soon enabled her to outstrip 
the ruffian who had started in pursuit of 
her. My own horse, too, had escaped, and 
rushed wildly through the bushes in the 
direction of Rome. The man who had at- 
tempted to seize my companion, finding 
his chase a fruitless one, now returned, and 
aided brig-and No. 1 in the pleasing and 
IncrativB pursuit of rifling my pockets, 
They soon eased me of the few coins I had, 
taking also my pocket-book and hand- 
kerchief; but a glad smile came over their 
faces as they drew out of my inside pocket 
a small silver-mounted pistol that I always 
carried with me, fondly imagining that it 
might some day prove useful ; foolish hope 
and vain precaution ! I had been dragged 
off my horse and pinioned, before I could 
get my hand near it ; so ranch, then, for 
the utility of a pistol. As soon as tbo 
sound of the horses’ hoofs had died away 
in the distance, luy captor roughly jerked 
me to my feet, and proceeded to drag me 
through the bushes in the direction of 
Galera : he still kept the filthy rag over 
my mouth, and I was well nigh sick from 
the odour of garlic it exhaled. I had now 
sufficiently recovered from my surprise to 
examine tho looks and dress of niy cap- 
tois. They were both dark, strong look- 
ing men of middle stature, not at all of a 
bad cast of countenance, and clothed in the 
regular Campagna peasant’s dress, with a 
sheepskin sort of jacket. Guns they had 
none, but each man carried a thick stick, 
and, I shrewdly suspected, earned in his 
pocket the invariable stiletto of the Roman 
peasant.

After about 
half-an-hour’s walk, the rag was removed 
from my mouth, but I had a strong hint 
given me iis to preserving silence, by see- 
ing my own pistol at full cock pointed in 
a line with my ear, and a sign given me 
by tho man on my right that I should re- 
ceive the contents If I attempted to call for 
help. After an hour’s hard walking, I be- 
came BO exhausted that I felt hardly able 
to proceed. I had been in delicate health 
during part of my stay in Rome, and I 
bid not yet recovered my strength ; be 
sides, walking through buslies in boots and 
spurs is no easy task. At last, totally ex- 
hausted, I threw myself to the ground, and 
showed by signs that I could not move on. 
After some hesitation, the man who had 
pulled me from my horse proceeded to pull 
off my boots and spurs. “ Well,’’ thought 
1 ; “ better to walk without them on this 
smooth grass where there are no stones." 
But I soon discovered my error, for I found 
that there were innumei-ablo little hard 
lumps of earth and brambles, which caused 
me the most fearful agony, and I was 
again obliged to throw myself down. My 
strength was now exhausted, and I signed 
to them that if they wished me to proceed 
they must carry me. I closed my eyes, 
and, throwing my head back, begged ear- 
nestly that 1 might bo allowed some, if it 
was only ten minutes', repose. I had just 
begun to think they had granted iny re- 
queol, when I was suddenly made to start 
up by tho most fearful dart of pain through 



niy foot ; and to my rage and horror I saw 
that the ruflians had lighted a match, and 
wei-e carefully applying it to tho solos of 
my feck Thsy no v explained to mo by 
signs that unless I moved on, they would 
continue their pleasing operation till I did. 
For a moment I tried to boar the pain and 
lie still, but tho agony became too intense, 
and I liad to stand up ; once fairly up- 
right, they passed a rope around my waist, 
and actually dragged mo along. I felt that 
I was gradually losing consciousness, my 
eyelids closed, my head swam, and a sort 
of buzzing noise filled my ears, and I be- 
came indifferent as to what was happen- 
ing. Suddenly I became alive to tho fact 
that W6 were among the ruins of Galera, 
and by a groat efl'ort I suffioieutly reco- 
vered myself to notice that wo wero enter- 
ing a cave, formed by the fall of some largo 
stones from the wall of the town that over- 
looked the valley. Once inside this place, 
my captoi-3 tied my legs and arms, and 
threw me on a rough couch of fern, which 
was strewed near the entrance of the cave, 
and then left mo to rast, while they con- 
versed earnestly at the other end. I tried 
hard to listen, but extiausted nature over- 
powered mo directly, and I fell into a deep 
feverish sleep. I must have slept about 
four hours when T Wius awakened by a ter- 
rible thirst; my eyes were burning, and my 
head throbbed with such intensity as to 
be almost unbearable. Tlie two men wei-e 
sitting, wrapped in their cloaks, about five 
yards from my bed, and when I begged for 
some water one of them stretched out his 
arm and handed mo a small jugful. Hav- 
ing slaked my thirst, I fell back again, and 
soon slept I was rudely awakened by a 
feeling of intense suffocation, and of in- 
tense heat about the head and neck. Be- 
ing alarmed at what I concluilsd was some 
new device of the enemy, I felt about with 
my hands, and found that one of the men 
was holding his cloak over my head and 
neck. At first I thought he meant to 
suffocate me, but soon the sound of men’s 
voices came confusedly to my ear through 
the cloak, and I immediately guessed at 
what was really the cose, that a party sent 
from Romo were seai-cliiug the ruins in 
quest of me. My first impulse was to 
sing out for help ; but I speedily subsided 
when I felt a pistol pressing against my 
temple. I then feU that my only chance 
was to lie still, and trust that one of the 
party, more minute and careful tlian the 
rest, would discover the moiitli of the cave 
during the search, and proceed to explore 
it. But the hope was very faint, for I re- 
membered that tho entrance was nearly ■ 
concealed by hanging bushes and ivy, and I 
it w;i3 Almost impossible for anyone not i 
knowing of tke cave to suspect its exist- j 
once. Evidently, then, I must arrange ] 
some plan to attract the attention of the I 
searahers, and that quickly. 1 do not | 
think I mentioned that the floor of the ' 
oavc was a deep incline, the lower end 
being the entrance : there was then a drop 
of some nine feet from the cave to the 
ground. Wo had climbed up this by 
means of some projecting stones. During 
my restless sleep, I remembered having 
struck my feet against a small barrel at 
the end of my bed of fern. I now deter- 
mined, if possible, to give this a kick, 
tnuting to the velocity it would acquire 
in running down so steep an incline to 
carry it out of tho cave before it coidd be 
stopped, and liopiug that the noise of its 
fall would attract the attention of some of 
the police. So, gathering up my feet as 
far and as quickly as possible, I g.ive the 
barrel a most energetic kick, wliich, though 
it had the effect of almo.st breaking my 
bare toes, sent the cask spinning down the 
incline and out of the mouth of the cave. 
For a moment it hung in the ivy, and 
great was my fear that it would stick there j 
but it was too heavy, and finally fell with 
a crash, that made my heart glad, into the 
valley bcne.sth. 'When the ruffian who 
was keeping ray head covered felt the sort 
of jump I gave in onler to effect my kick, 
he at first imagined that I was attempting 
to breaking ray cords and escape. He 
bent down, therefore, to hold my head 
the tighter, and consequently the rolling 
barrel did not catch his eyo. It was only 
when the noise of its fall came upon Ids 
ear that he susijccted tho real reason of my 
movement. As quickly as he could, he 
dragged mo from my couch, and tried to 
pull me to the other end of the cave ; but 
seeing that ho did not intend to use his 
pistol, I gathered courage, and wriggled 
and struggled to such puipose that before 
he could drag me very far the cavern was 
filled with my friends, and my captors be- 
C!irae in their turn prisoners. Luckily for 
me, tho b.srrol that I had despatched so 
vigorously bad almost fallen on the'cockerl- 



ally looking up, at once caught sight of 
the projecting stones, and his practisod eye 
immadiatoly discovered their use. In less 
time than it takes to write this, ho had 
clambered up, calling as ho wont to his 
companions to follow him. Among tho 
plioB, I saw two of my Eaglish friouds 
who had been of our riding party, and 
from them 1 lemmed that when Miss K. 
had caught up to thorn — which, owing to 
their having increased their speed, she did 
not do for some time — and had communi- 
cated my captura to them, they decided to 
make all haste for Rome, and then to send 
out a party of police in search of mo. Their 
reason for not returning at once themselves 
was that they did not know how many 
brigands there were, and they naturally 
did not wish to imperil the safety of three 
ladies in a probably useless search after 
one unlucky cavalier. We soon found a 
cavalcade, and having borrowetl a horse 
from tho farm where, on the previous day, 
wo hiid stabled our beasts, we again set 
out for Rome, arriving there in safety at 
eleven o’clock ou the day following that on 
which we had started for our pio-nic. My 
narrative is only tho plain truth, and may 
serve neither to “ point out a moral nor 
adorn a tale;’’ hub it will prove to my 
readers that in the present condition cf 
affairs in and about the patrimony of St. 
Peter, pic-nicing in the Campagna, though 
very pleasant, has just a dash of danger in 
it, which will make my adventurous coun- 
trymen relish the sport all the more, whilst 
tbo timorous may taka warning at my 
having been “ Captueed bv Beioands." 



Accident and Suffering in tho Bush. 

The report of a riding accident, followed 
by the endurance alone in the bush of three 
whole days of terrible bodily suffering, 
comes to ns (says the Wayya Wayya Ex- 
press) from the Burrabogie station. Early 
on Sunday morning a iad of about seven- 
teen years of age was endeavouring to run 
in a horse from an out- of tho-way part of 
the Burrabogie run, on which he was em- 
ployed. In driving home the animal, he 
came upon a mob of wild horses, con- 
spicuous among them being a savage entire, 
which suddenly charged down upon him, 
and hurled him from the saddle. The 
shock he sustained from the fall was so 
greet that his consciousness left him, and 
when, after a long interval of time, his 
senses returned, he found that his thigh 
had been broken,, and that miles away from 
a human habitation he was lying, parching 
with thirst, helpless and disabled, alone 
in the bush. Collecting his thoughts, and 
remembering the difficulties that the people 
of the station would have to encounter in 
finding him where ho then lay, and judging 
as best he could the nearest point at which 
he could reach water, he decided that the 
best course he could adopt for preserving 
his life would be to drag himself, if pos- 
sible, to the water, and there await his 
chance of discovery by tho men whom he 
felt sure would be looking for him. By 
alow, paiuful, and laborious efforts, the 
poor lad at once began to put his schema 
into execution, and, by dragging himself 
upon his elbows, contrived to move by de- 
grees over the ground. The operation 
was, however, both painful in itself and 
the cause of great pain in the broken 
thigh ; and, as he had to take frequent 
resfo, the progress ho made was very slow. 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday passed 
away, and still, in spite of increasing weari- 
ness, ho dragged himself indomitably along, 
indulging in frequent rests, and during the 
hours of darkness occasionally sleeping. 
Meanwhile, the people on the station, who 
had been alarmed by his prolonged absence, 
had all bnen scouring tho bush, and at last, 
on Wednesday evening, one of tho search 
parties had the good fortune to discover 
the poor fallow. He was in a terribly ex- 
hausted condition from the combined effects 
of pain, hunger, and thirst ; and, having 
travelled fully two miles in the way we 
have described, his elbows and arms bad 
become perfectly raw. The first thing he 
asked for was a drink of water, and this 
he had no sooner between supplied with 
than ho fainted away. He was at once 
conveyed to tbo station, and was there 
sparingly supplied with food. A medical 
man being fortunately at the station, tho 
broken limb was set, and the lad is now iu 
a fair way of recovery. 



A sight seldom witnessed by landsmen 
and only oec-isionally by seamen, greeted 
tho eyes of a favoured few at Auckland on 
tho IGth December.
